In his answer filed this morning 
District Attorney Butt {joints out < 
Rife was before the w ort rn 1929 
on a charge of forgery in connection j 
with his bond which he had given, 
as lax collector. 
Later, Butt points i 
out, Rife admitted the bond was a 
forgery. 
It is claimed that the full 
amount of Rife’s defalcations were 
not learned until later when the total 
sum was established as being in ex- • 
cess of $1,600. 
“It was the purpose 
of the court In entering the parole ; 
order that the defendant should re- I 
pay his sureties the losses they sus­ 
tained,* the court is informed In the 
paper filed today. 
The district attorney further de­ 
clares that Rife did not report regu­ 
larly to the parole officer and was 
“most neglectful” in complying with 
the parole conditions and paid the 
costs and the $53.72 only after be­ 
ing brought into court on frequent 
occasions. 
Judge Sh'-elv will rule later on the 
petition and the district attorney’s 
answer.

79% of Its Employes 
Protest Shut­ 
down. 


Detroit, Jan. 22 (AP). — Despite 
prospective settlement of glass in­ 
dustry strikes, the shortage of that 
product affected motor car m anu­ 
facturing lines Thursday night. 
Chrysler corporation clased the 
Detroit plants of its four divisions— 
Plymouth. Desoto, Dodge and Chrys­ 
ler—until Monday, announcing that 
present sources were unable'to sup­ 
ply sufficient glass to meet require­ 
ments of the five-day production 
week that has been in effect since 
January I. 
Approximately 
50.000 
workers were affected. 
Says 110,262 Protest Strike 
The General Motors corporation, 
its production paralyzed by strikes in 
a number of plants and by material 
shortages, issued a -claim late Thurs­ 
day th at 110.262 employes, represent­ 
ing seventy-nine per cent of the to­ 
tal employment in forty-three of its 
automotive plants, have protested 
against the interruption of opera­ 
tions. 
In its detailed figures, the company 
listed 2,291 of the 2,347 employes in 
its two Baltimore plants as joining 
in the protest. 
The corporation, w’hoee officers are 
in Washington w’here strike settle­ 
ment efforts are under w’ay, said 
copies of some of the workers’ peti­ 
tions expressing satisfaction 
with 
present bargaining methods have 
been sent to President Roosevelt and 
to governors of some of the states 
affected. 
Other expressions of op­ 
position were given in massmeetings, 
the statement issued here said. 
Union C harges Coercion 
At headquarters of the Automo­ 
bile Workers union. Adolph Germier, 
representative of the committee for 
industrial organization, said the sig­ 
natures claimed by the corporation 
"were collected by the management 
through coercion, intimidation and 
the threat of loss of jobs if employes 
did not sign.” He added that in sev­ 
eral plants the union instructed 
workers to sign “in order to protect 
their jobs.” 
Motor industry observers said they 
expected settlement of the Pitts­ 
burgh plate glass strike to open tile 
way for replenishment of Chrysler 
and some other manufacturers’ sup­ 
plies by w’eek after next.

LOOKED into the face of a tiny baby today.

Perhaps the struggles and hopes of centuries lay hidden in th a t silent 
baby’s face. I speculated upon the mystery of life and of the universe as 
I looked into th a t beautiful face so calm and so silent. 
Possibilities u n ­ 
born yet latent somewhere. 
There it lay tossing and happy, th a t small figure of a hum an being. 
In IO, 20. 50 years, w hat would th a t face and m ind have unfolded before 
it? Would th at it m ight find a world free from war and hatred, jealousy, 
and ceaseless struggle. Would th at it m ight find only kindness and gen­ 
erous impulses working. Would th a t no one would say “don t” to it, and 
th a t it might bloom and blossom as the rose under a cloudless sky. 
But if a child should gain such an ideal circumstance, it wrould be 
cheated of life. The rose has to have its dark days, its mists, its rain, its 
wind to strengthen its stem —and then its Sun to warm its heart, to u n ­ 
bend its petals, and to reveal its fragrance and beauty. 
For a brief time all strife and worry and m uch of suffering are veiled 
from the child. It is the one period of its life when it knows perfect peace. 
Happy th at child th a t can later look back to this brief period of peace 
I and joy. 
Owen W ister once wrote th a t every m an carried a baby within his 
heart. Perhaps this is why the hardest of hearts is m ade mellow and is 
softened in the presence of a baby’s face. I have seen men of pow’er, be­ 
fore whom other men bowed, or shrank, lean over and p at the cheek of a 
baby’s face. Why? 
In Thomas Moore’s beautiful poem “Paradise and the Peri” the gates 
of Heaven were finally opened to a fallen angel whose sight caught the 
dropping tears of a repentant sinner as he watched a child in the field a t 
prayer.

60 More Days to 
Pay Security Tax 


Washington, Jan. 22 (AP)—The 
treasury 
Thursday 
extended for 
sixty days the January 31 deadline 
for making the first quarterly un­ 
employment insurance tax payments 
under the Social Security Act. 
Payments may be made any­ 
time up to April I without assess­ 
ment of interest. 
The taxes are collected from em­ 
ployers of eight or more persons, 
and start at I per cent with respect 
to employment during the calendar 
year 1936. increasing to 3 per cent of 
wages paid after December 31, 1937. 
The unemployment taxes are not 
levied against employes. 
The delay was granted because 
many states recently have enacted 
unemployment insurance laws, but 
have not had time to set up admin­ 
istrative machinery’.

Says Doomed Man’s 
Wife May Remarry 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 22 (AP).—The 
wife of a man under sentence of 
death has the legal right to remarry, 
I the appellate division ruled Thurs­ 
day, on the ground that such a man 
■ is already dead under common law. 
In a unanimous decision, the court 
said that the woman’s second hus­ 
band cannot obtain an annulment of 
the marriage on the ground that his 
wife already had a husband living 
when she married him.

down this ruling in reversing Ref­ 
eree Harold J. Hinman’s decision 
annulling the marriage of Harry P. 
Jones, of Albany, to Nellie C. Jones, 
Mrs. Jones previously was the wife of 
Clyde P. Montgomery, sentenced to 
death in North Carolina in 1932. 
Montgomery was sentenced to die 
June 14, 1923, but three days before 
the date of the execution his sen­ 
tence was commuted to that of life 
imprisonment.
